Ag !* ‘+ there are 
558 persons to the square mile in Great 
Britain agatnst one and seven-tenths 
on the same area in the United States. 
The railways of Great Britain make 
whatever profit they get. from their pas- 
senger service and usually show a loss 
on freight. It is just the other way 
about in America. 

Organized effort is being made to se- 
cure Jegislation by parlNament to remedy 
this evil, but should any bill be passed 
designed to meet this troublé, the power 
of the railroad lobby is such that it 
weuld probably be rendered ineffective 
by its quallfications. Parliament and 
the board of trade have been investi- 
gating the matter and every report made 
severely criticizes the railways. A gov- 
efnmment committee of importance has 
just completed an investigation. Upon 
every poiyg? considered recommendations 
are made against the railways. The 
committee calls for the institutton of a 
fairer system of rates and the report 
lays special stress upon the provision of 
better freight cars. A government de- 
partment is also asked for to especi- 
ally supervise the question of settling 
differences between the farmer and the

from taxation, and do not carry a “na-

Sparsely populated Siberia. 

During my stay of four days at Baku 
& bomb exploded within a few yards of 
my hotel, and five Armenians were shoi 
ir. the native quarter. The petroleum 
city was practically in a state of siege, 
and I learned from an Armenian gentie- 
man of repute that the wholesale magssa- 
cre of his countrymen which had taken 
place a few days before my arrival was 
chiefly the work of Cossacks disguised 
as Mohammedans. The line to Tifiis 
was closed, apparently for an indefinitc 
period, as several miles of rail had been 
fcrn up. So I retraced my steps via 
Rostov and Kieft to Warsaw, arriving 
at the latter city on the eve of the fa- 
tal May day, when 80 many innocent 
victims—men, women, and children— 
were ruthlessly slain ‘in cold blood by 
the soldiers of the czar.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 29.—Prices have ad- 
vanced this week in a dull market at 
first in a. creeping and irregular manner, 
but with gathering force and volume aft- 
er the middle of ithe week.

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WOMAN FINED 
$100 IN COURT 


Charged With Unique Method 
of Avoiding Paying 
License, 


A woman appeared as defendant in a 
case yesterday in the police court and 
the evidence was that her company had 
been lending money in violation of the 
State law which requires a license from 
all persons lending money on personal 
property or salaries as security. 

The defendant was Miss L. W. Bing- 
ham, manager for the Union Investment 
company, with rooms sin the Fourth 
‘National bank bullding. 

The case had been made against Miss 
Bingham on the charge of doing busi- 
ness without a license. Her company 
had a license for doing the business 
of a money lender and another for car- 
rying on the jewelry bus.ness. Under 
the act passed by the legislature of 
1904 a special license of $100 a year 
must be paid by all persons who lend 
money on personal property or salaries, 

It was in evidence that Miss Bing- 
ham’s company conducted the loan 
business in the following manner: A 
person wanting to borrow say, $25, 
would go to her and make application 
for the loan. She would tell him he 
must return, so that his salary account 
and character might be _ investigated, 
When he returned he would. told 
that the company did not. lend money 
on salary accounts, but that the bor- 
rower could buy a ring from the com- 
pany for $25, the amount of the loan, 
He would then be told that if he would | 
take the ring to a certain jeweler he 
could get $25 cash for it. The bor- 
rower or buyer of the ring signed a 
contract for the payment of the v5 
in weekly :nstalments. 

It was contended by the defense that 
the sale of the ring was bona fide, and 
that no money was loaned on a Balary. 
The city took the position that the sale 
was merely a subterfuge to dodge the 
law. 

“The recorder held that the law had 
be@y, violated, and fined Miss Bingham 
$100. Notice of an appeal was given.
